at low water the dam presents numerous 
rock islands, separated by natural rock 

bound races, from which the waters plunge 
into the bed of the river below 

The improved portion of Oregon city 1s 
from twenty-five to forty feet above the 
low water mark of the river below the 
falls ; und about five feet, we ghould judge, 
above the level of the water of the river 
above the falls A small portion of the 
water of the river passes down its east 
bank, washing the south sands of the city , 
a portion of this propels the machinery of 
three saw-mills and two flouring mills, 
and the balance passes mto the river be- 
low the falls, through a natural rock ca- 
nal. The perpendicular fall of water m 
the vicinity of the mills 1s full twenty six 
fect. The average depth of the water of 
of the river for a’mile and a half below 
the falls is estimated at forty feet or more 
For mules above the falls the river 1s as 
wide as it 1s opposite the city, although 
mot as deep. 

On the cast side of the river, by a com- 
paratively trifling expense, any desirable 
quantity of its water can be taken from 
above the falls and carried to the Clacka 
mas river, a distance of two miles On 
the west side of the river, its waters mav 
be carried forty miles if desirable, but the 
expense of building the race would be 
greater than upon the east side, although 
suitable rock for its construction 1s at hand 
andabundant The falls of Niagara, and 
the American falls are much greater, and 
the former presents a larger volume of 
water, the Sault de St Mary also pie 
sents a greater volume of water—so also 
ofthe Dalles and Cascades of the Colum 
bia—but neither of these are so peculiar 
ly and so admirably adapted to the conve 
nient application of their vast power to ma 
chincry, as the falls of the Willamette 
At present if 1s unnecessary to canal the 
water from above the falls, as the adinira 
ble canals passing through the solid rock, 
formed by the Architect of nature yet af 
ford many unimproved mull-sites 

The Willamette isa large ryer Ht 
drains a district of country bounded on 
three sides by mountains, of two hundred 
and fifty miles in extent 

Oregon stands unrivalled in the number 
and importance of her cascades, but for 
location, extent, and ready and convenient 
fitness to the hands of the machinist, the 
falls of the Willamette surpass them all 

Eastern and Middle Orcgon. 

We regard the middle portion of Oregon 
as one of the most valuable portions of the 
warld—prebably the most valuable for the 
purposes of grazing It isa great pasture 
field, extending more than 400 miles north 
and south, and aver 100 miles east and 
west, containing more than 4,000,000, a 
cres of land almost every where covered 
with a thick carpet of nutricious grass 
The chimate.of the lower portion of Ore 
gon is good but the climate of its middle 
portion is better If the grazing lands 
of New England, New York, Pensylvamia
